Laotian 
operations 
were 
considered the first major test of 
the South Vietnamese army’s ability 
to bear the total brunt of ground 
combat operations with only U.S. air 
support. 
Nixon’s strategists were expected 
to give him the latest word on ARVN 
capability in projecting future troop 
levels. 
The 
current 
phase 
of 
troop 
withdrawals 
ends 
May 
1 
when 
American strength will stand at 
284,000. The President has promised 
an announcement on April 15 on 
future reductions as pressure is 
building up from the Democrats for 
a Dec. 31 deadline for a total pullout 
of U.S. forces in Vietnam. 
Advance billing on the President’s 
California trip indicated Nixon will 
be busy on the foreign policy and 
domestic fronts. 
He did some spadework on Air 


Force One with Rep. Chet Holifield, 
D-Calif., chairman of the House 
G o v e r n m e n t 
O p e r a t i o n s 
Committee, who has promised to 
hold full hearings on Nixon’s cabinet 
reorganization plan. 
Nixon has proposed paring the 
current

departments 
down to eight. 
The President’s party included 
several of his top domestic advisors, 
among 
them 
was 
John 
D. 
Ehrlichman, executive director of 
the domestic council, who said the 
President expected to have all of his 
legislative package before Congress 
before the Easter recess. 
Nixon and his wife, Pat, were 
warmly greeted by a small group of 
marines and their families when 
they arrived Friday night at the El 
Toro Marine Air Base. 
Nixon spotted a white banner 
thanking him for “prisoner of war 


week” and walked over to the fence 
to

hands 
with 
several 
bystanders. “We’ll get them back,” 
the President told Mrs. Mary Flelber 
of Tustin, Calif. 
The President also acquiesced to 
the request of a young blonde girl 
who asked that he autograph her 
hand. A bit surprised, he signed

World-wide hunt for robbers 
of $1.9 million in England 


LONDON (UPI) — Scotland Yard raided houses in 
London and alerted international police today in a 
global hunt for a gang which ambushed an armored 
security truck and escapt^d with $109 million in 
almost untraceable cash 
“Quite obviously it was a carefully planned job,” a 
police spokesman said 
He spoke at a special center set up to track 
members of 
the gang who, 
dressed 
like city 
stockbrokers but carrying shotguns and wearing 
masks, Friday staged Britain’s biggest cash robbery 
since the $7.3 million great train robbery of 1963. 
“ Interpol (the international police organization», 
docks and airports have been alerted and we are 
searching the whole country,” the spokesman said 


“There is a massive amount of activity going on.” 
Detectives raided a number of houses in the London 
area during the night and today. 
F^olice sources said the raiders made no arrests, but 
declined 
to 
comment 
on 
whether 
clues 
were 
discovered to Britain’s biggest cash theft since a 
commando type gang grabbed $7.3 million from a 
Glasgow to London mail train in the great train 
robbery of 1963. 
“ A number of premises in the London area were 
visited by police officers,” a spokesman for Scotland 
Yard said “ We are saying nothing beyond that.” 
Police released the four guards from the armored 
car early today after questioning them throughout the 
night.

Mrs. LaPlante died Wednesday 
from massive head injuries suffered 
in one of the robberies.

Professor John Kenneth 
Galbraith, who is a great 
tease, has gleefully sent me 
the remarks of Mr. Herbert 
Stein, a member of the 
President’s 
Council 
of 
Economic 
Advisers, 
as 
delivered 
recently before 
the 
Annual 
Financial 
Outlook Conference in New 
York City. Mr. Galbraith’s 
covering note says: “ Here 
is a thoughtful restatement 
of the fiscal principles of 
modern conservatism. 
1 
feel that similar repetition, 
would be valuable for your 
own neo-Kevnesian readers 
and should be recommended 
strongly to the Voice of 
America 
when 
next you 
gather to advise it.” 
The first sentence of Mr 
Stein's speech was: 
“The 
Federal Government has a 
deficit in fiscal year 1970; it 
will have a large deficit in 
fiscal year 1971, the current 
year; it will have another 
deficit in fiscal 1972.” 
The second sentence was 
a repetition of the first. 
The third sentence was: 
still another repetition of 
the first. 
And 
then 
Mr. 
Stein 
explained 
‘You may ask 
why I repeat these simple 
statements three times, and 
I will tell you 
I am trying 
to demonstrate that 
the 
Administration 
is 
not 
ashamed ot the fact that we 
had, have, and will have 
deficits and is not trying to 
conceal the1 fact. We do not 
talk 
about 
the 
f un­ 
employment budget in order 
to deny the existence of 
deficits 
We do not project 
a Gross National Product of 
$ 1065 billion for 1971 in order 
to reduce the prospective 
deficit. 
“ If we t an suspend these 
natural but superficial and 
erroneous 
political 
and 
journalistic suspicions we 
can 
begin 
to 
discuss 
s e r i o u s l y 
w h a t 
t he 
Government 
is doing 
in 
fiscal policy. Probably the 
most convenient way to get 
into 
this 
subject 
is 
to 
recognize that for at least 
the last 40 years we have 
had deficits when the econo­ 
my was declining below full 
employment, 
The 
last 
serious attempt to bring the 
budget into balance in such 
conditions 
was 
Herbert 
Hoover s in 1932. although 
Franklin Roosevelt made a 
brief and half-hearted move 
in that direction in 1937 
The Hoover experience did 
not invite imitation." 
And 
so on. 
Now. Professor (ialbraith 
is very well entitled to 
remind Mr Nixon and his 
conservative 
rhetoric we 
o v e r 
t he 
unbalanced 
the learned 


backers of the 
have directed 
y e a r s 
at 
budgets. 
But 
professor is 


saying that because Mr. 
Nixon and his conservative 
economists 
have adopted 
the 
deficit-budget, 
now 
finally we know that it is 
correct policy? 


The traditional opposition 
to 
deficit 
spending, 
as 
enunciated 
by 
classical 
economists, has hardly been 
discredited by the American 
experience. One argument, 
for instance Lord Keynes’, 
in favor of deficit spending 
is 
that 
it 
will 
make 
unemployment 
go 
away. 
F r a n k 1 i n 
D e l a n o 
Roosevelt’s colossal failure 
to end unemployment is 
excused on the grounds that 
his deficit spending was 
insufficient. 
Let 
it 
go. 
General Eisenhower, in the 
course of eight years as 
president, over-spent by 27 
billion dollars (the figures 
are approximate). When he 
came into off ice, there were 
two 
million 
unemployed. 
When he left, there were 
a l s o 
f o u r 
m i l l i o n 
unemployed. 
John Kennedy sustained a 
deficit in each one of his 
three years, and Lyndon 
Johnson, as we all know, 
ran 
deficits 
totalling 
50 
billion 
dollars. 
The 
unemployment figures were 
high in the early years of 
Mr 
Kennedy, 
and 
were 
headed towards the present 
highs when Lyndon Johnson 
left office. 
What Mr. Nixon and his 
Administration really mean 
to say when they plot a 
budget deficit is that a 
democracy will not support 
such 
measures 
as 
are 
necessary to test the theses 
of the classicists. Consider. 
It was Keynes who spoke 
about the advisability of 
budget 
surpluses 
during 
good years, which would be 
drawn 
upon 
during 
bad 
years. 
Now 
who 
iS 
a 
Keynesian in that sense? 
When last did Professor 
Galbraith suggest that the 
time 
was 
right for 
the 
government to spend less, 
tucking some of it away for 
a rainy day? Not Galbraith, 
not Lyndon Johnson — and 
not 
Richard 
Nixon. 
Mr. 
Nixon was not elected in 
order 
to 
alter 
human 
nature Because a member 
of his Council of Economic 
Advisers 
repeats 
three 
times that there will be a 
deficit, it does not follow 
from the incantation either 
t h a t 
a 
d e f i c i t 
is 
economically wise, or that 
it is soundly virtuous. Mr. 
Galbraith 
is much more 
cautious 
in 
his 
own 
asseverations. When a few 
days 
after 
the 
big 
Tet 
offensive he predicted that 
the 
Thieu

would be overthrown w ithin 
a matter of weeks, he did 
not make the statement 
three times. Should we have 
believed him if he had?

habitat.” 
The department said in its 
a n n u a l 
w i l d l i f e 
management report that it 
is stepping up programs to 
improve deer habitat.

Raymond Rohauer agrees, 
happily, with this analysis.

Vistas Editor 
The inventive and delicate 
work of Swiss artisans of 
yesteryear are the special 
heritage and hobby of Leona 
(Mrs. Fred) Cohig, 520 S. C 
St. In an old display cabinet 
are some 44 examples of 
wood carvings and other 
handiwork 
of 
craftsman 
brought back to the United 
States in 1906 by her father, 
the late John L. Hurlimann 
of. Iowa. In addition, there 
are the historical scenic and 
family portrait postcards, 
some in duo-tone or tint. 
Hand carved utility items 
seem 
to 
be 
a 
favorite, 
particularly 
those 
in 
a 
variety of forms housing 
needles and thread spools on 
the 
inside. 
The work 
is 
uniformly fine, precise and 
beautiful in the tradition of 
a 
country 
that 
m akes 
quality watches and cheese. 
Two such items are curved, 
matching columns crowned 
by blue satin pin cushions. 
Another is a decorated egg 
shape carved in intaglio, 
said to be used for darning 
socks. Inside, a centered 
wooden 
needle 
holder 
spears through the spool for 
w r a p p i n g 
t h r e a d , 
completing 
the 
compact 
torm. 
Another is in 
the 
shape of an umbrella. 
Two 
other 
needle 
and 
thread holders assume the 
outward shape of dissimilar 
to w e rs, 
opulent 
with 
exquisite 
fretwork 
One 
tower resembles part of a 
mosque, 
designed in two 
different woods, and topped 
by a tiny ogee arch. The 
center of the wooden arch is 
perforated as in the eye of a 
needle. The perforation is a 
magnifying 
glass, 
which 
upon ocular contact, reveals 
a quartet of Swiss travel 
posters blown up hundreds 
of times from the original 
microcosmic size. The other 
tower 
also features 
this 
special attraction, as does 
the tip of a carved wooden 
writing pen. 
The 
pen rests 
on 
a 
concave, carved leaf with a 
wooden walnut which opens 
in the center for access to 
the inkwell. Attention to the 


finest detail is evident in the 
tiny, built-in spike which 
secures the two half shells 
tightly, 
presum ably 
to 
prevent ink spillage. 
O ther 
utility 
i t e ms 
present 
somewhat 
of 
a 
mystery to Mrs. Cohig, who 
plans to initiate research. 
Two circular forms capped 
with lids are fine examples 
of open work and carving. 
Two replicas of hotels or 
chalets are exact to the 
most 
minute detail. 
The 
roof of the large edifice 
opens to reveal what looks 
like a 
place for storing 
small trinkets. 
A wooden whistle is in the 
shape of a cuckoo bird, 
d e t a i l s 
e t c h e d 
by 
woodburning. 
The 
top 
center 
sports 
one 
hole, 
which allows the user to trili 
notes. 
Life-like replicas of 
animals indigenous to the 
mountainous areas are in 
the 
collection 
— 
bear, 
sheep, deer and others. A 
pair of hand-carved salad 
servers 
and 
five 
solid 
wooden 
balls 
of 
inlaid 
geometric designs are also 
superior in workmanship. 
Humor is also represented 
by 
a wooden nut shell. 
When opened, a jack-in-the 
box type creature pops out. 
Expecially curious are the 
four real cookies from a 
b a k e r y , 
p e r f e c t l v 
preserved 
and 
artfully 
imprinted with scenes of 
Switzerland. 
They 
were 
baked in 1906. 
Mrs. 
Cohig 
has 
two 
examples of the Lion of 
Lucerne, one in plaster of 
Paris, the other in carved 
wood. Probably the most 
fam ous 
of 
that 
city ’s 
monuments, it honors the 
courage 
of 
hundreds 
of 
Swiss 
soliders 
who 
died 
whi l e 
d e f e n d i n g 
the 
Tuileries in Paris against a 
revolutionary mob in 1792. 
D e s i g n e d 
by 
B e r t e l 
Thorvaldsen and executed 
in 
1821, 
the 
original 
monument 
includes 
the 
gigantic figure of a wounded 
lion about 30 feet long and 20 
feet high, hewn out of solid 
rock. 
An ivory-handled pocket 
knife 
carries 
the 
inlaid 


symbol of the Swiss flag. 
Other 
items 
include 
a 
Wedgewood 
like 
vase, 
a 
sm all bisque 
doll 
and 
ceram ic figurines including 
one purchased in Zurich by 
Mrs. 
C ohig’s 
patern al 
grandmother. 
Al s o 
b r o u g h t 
f r o m 
Switzerland in 1906 is the 
brass whistle used by lost 
persons in the Alps. “ It has 
a 
very 
shrill 
sound,” 
commented 
Leona 
Cohig, 
“ My mother used to call my 
father with 
this 
whistle 
back on the farm (in the 
Midwest) when he was too 
far away to hear her voice.” 
The 
postcards 
tell 
yet 
another story in the Swiss 
saga. Several portray such 
family members 
as 
her 
f a t h e r , 
p a t e r n a l 
g r a n d f a t h e r 
a n d 
g r a n d m o t h e r 
in 
Switzerland, 
and 
cousins. 
Other postcards are .scenes 
of 
S w i s s 
c i t i e s 
and 
c o u n t r y s i d e , 
now 
of 
historical value. Many of 
them are folded cards with 
pressed sprays of alpine 
flowers and plants, which 
also make their appearance 
in various tiny vases and 
vials 
in 
Mrs. 
Cohig's 
collection. Included are the 
Edelw eiss, 
a 
perennial 
tufted herb of white woolly 
foliage 
and 
tiny 
(lowers 
surrounded by floral leaves 
in star-like clusters. Today, 
they have the velvety feel of 
chamois skin.

You are now a non- 
smoker.” 
This sentence appears at 
the close of “ The Smoke 
Watchers’ 
How-To-Quit 
Book” and is offered, by 
way of congratulation, to 
those who have taken its 
message 
to 
heart 
and 
profited by it. 
Can a book turn a smoker 
into 
a 
non-smoker? 
Certainly many have been 
written and published with 
this aim in mind. 
If they 
have succeeded, so should 
this new one, because its 
step-by-step 
program 
sounds 
sensible 
and 
its 
approach 
seems 
both 
reasoned and convincing. 
One important factor is that 
the smoker’s point of view 
is taken into account in an 
understanding way. This is 
natural enough, because the 
material was prepared by 
S m o k e 
W a t c h e r s ’ 
I n t e r n a t i o n a l , 
an 
organization composed of 
ex-smokers who are devoted 
to helping other people win 
their personal anti-tobacco 
wars. 
They are familiar with all 
the old reasons for smoking 
and all the old excuses for 
not quitting. 
And they are 
prepared to be patient with 
the smoker who insists that 
he can’t give up that special 
cigaret-that-goes-with-the- 
coffee. But this patience is 
aimed at eventually winning 
him over to their way of 
thinking, of helping him to 
reach the point at which the 
special coffee cigaret will 
no longer be important. 
After an investigation of 
the ways and means by 
which 
the 
tobacco habit 
takes hold in the first place, 
the book examines some of 
the tricks people try in an 
effort to overcome it — 
attempting to quit “ cold 
turkey, 
looking for pills 
that will curb their taste for 
tobacco, counting on cigaret 
holders and filters to cut 
down the damage, and so 
on. 
The Smoke Watchers way 
is different. Their way is to 
lic k 
the 
h a b it 
by 
understanding 
it. 
The 
smoker is told to count up 
the number of cigarets he 
smokes in a day, figure out 
when and why he smokes 
them 
a n d , 
m ore 
importantly, 
decide 
how 
much he really needs or 
wants each one. 
The book points out that 
underlying 
the 
general 
cigaret habit are the sub­ 
habits — the cigaret-with- 
coffee routine is one of 
these. The wake-up cigaret, 
the 
while-driving cigaret, 
the 
when-talking-to- 
someone cigaret, and the 
watching-television cigaret 
all fit into the sub-habit 
category. 
The sub-habits, 
the Smoke Watchers way, 
must be eliminated one by 
one or, hopefully, two by 
two before a start can be 
made on bringing the major 
habit under control. 
Other habits which must 
be 
changed 
include 
the 
p h y s ic a l 
m ovem ents 
connected 
with 
smoking. 


With 
most 
people, 
such 
simple habits as reaching 
for a cigaret and lighting it 
are ingrained to the point of 
being automatic. The idea 
here is to switch to entirely 
new patterns — changing 
brands, buying cigarets at 
unfamiliar 
stores 
and 
keeping them in a different 
drawer or cupboard.

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Cactus flowers — 
desert style 


PALM SPRINGS, - It’s 
that time of year when even 
the 
plant 
life 
in 
this 
celebrated 
desert 
resort 
succumbs tu the charm of 
the sun. 
The result is a frequently 
dazzling display of blooms 
on 
trees, 
shrubs, 
wild 
flowers, 
cacti and other 
succulents. Shadings range 
from bright colors to quiet 
pastels, with yellows and 
purples predominating. It's 
a visual treat for visitors 
and 
residents alike, 
and 
what makes it especially 
appealing is that it’s all 
free; desert plant life grows 
with 
abandon 
throughout 
the 
mountain 
foothills, 
canyons 
and 
across 
the 
valley floor. 
“ Plant species are strong 
here,'’ 
says 
P atricia 
Moorten, 
who, 
with 
her 
husband. 
“ Cactus 
Slim 
Moorten. 
founded 
and 
operates the city's Desert 
Botanical Gardens. 
“ These plants need that 
fortitude,” 
she observes. 
“ They're buffeted by some 
pretty strong winds, they sit 
through a summer of sun. 
they withstand cool nights 
and they don't g^t much 
water. For plant life, that's 
a rough diet. ” 
Rough or not, the blooms 
emerge 
each year 
from 
mid-March to late April. 
And hardly any member of 
the 
desert 
plant-life 
“ community” can resist the 
transformation. 
Encilia rules the hills. A 
gray-green ball of stems, 
this bush suddenly bursts 
into small yellow blossoms 
each year at this time. It's 
one of 
the area’s 
most 
populous species. 
Almost as prevalent is the 
Creosote 
(larrea 
bush), 
which also displays a yellow 
flower. Mixed among these 
are the Desert Mallow, a 
perennial w ith pink, apricot 
and orchid-colored blooms. 
S till 
other 
shrubs 
prominent in this annual 
display are the Chuperosa 
(hummingbird bush), with 
its red trumpet flower; the 
Indigo 
bush; 
Fountain 
Grass 
(a 
variety 
of 
buckwheat» w ith its stalk ot 
light purple, and the Desert 
Lavender. 
Many trees indigenous to 
Deer deaths

contributors to this Spring 
display. The Palo Verde is 
certainly one of the most 
stunning 
specimens. 
Its 
graceful limbs are a solid 
green, 
now 
embellished 
with thousands of five-petal 
golden flowers. 
The Iron wood tree blooms 
forth around mid-April with 
tiny orchid-colored sweet 
pea flowers. The Ironwood 
tree is especially notable for 
its 
rich 
graining, 
which 
when dried out and polished, 
is frequently used in desert 
sculpture. 
Another 
tree 
highly 
indigenous to 
the 
region 
is 
the 
Honey 
Mesquite, which displays a 
creamy yellow tassle-type 
blossom. 
Innumerable annual wild 
flowers can be seen. Among 
the most exciting — and 
amply 
visible 
along 
the 
roadways and even on city 
lots and sand dunes — are 
the purple flowered Sand 
Verbena, 
Desert 
Gourd 
Vines (yellow flowers), wild 
Daisies and Buttercups, and 
many types of lacy-white 
flowers. The Dunes Evening 
Primrose, which populates 
the sand dunes on the Valley 
floor, is a night blooming 
pure-white flower. 
Woody 
succulents 
are 
especially at home in this 
desert region. The Ocotillo 
displays 
a 
I lame 
bright 
flower at the tip end of its 
branches, while the Joshua 
tree and Spanish Bayonet — 
both varieties of the Yucca 
plant 
— 
blossom 
for a 
month or more. The flower 
of 
the 
Joshua 
tree 
is 
exceptionally 
interesting, 
exploding 
into 
a 
whole 
cluster of cream colored, 
waxy, lily blooms. 
The hardy Century plant. 
Agave Deserti. has one of 
the 
most 
fascinating 
blooms. 
The plant itself 
may grow to four or more 
feet in diameter, and after 
about 200 years matures and 
produces 
an 
immense 
asparagus-like stalk, 15 to 20 
feet in height, that explodes 
with golden blooms. 
Cactus plants are ample. 
One of the most prevalent is 
the 
purple 
Beavertail 
prickly 
pear 
with 
pink 
flowers. Others include the 
Hedgehog 
(strawberry) 
cactus; 
the 
“ Jumping” 
Cholla with its golden spines 
and flowers; the Fishhook, 
the Foxtail and Pincushion 
varieties 
(pink 
blooms»; 
and the Red Barrel Cactus 
with yellow' flowers, also 
very much in evidence in 
the canyons and hillsides. 
All of these plants are 
identified in the display at 
the Moorten’s 
Botanical 
Gardens. 
The 
two-acre 
park-like outdoor museum 
has some 2,000 varieties of 
desert plants, as well as 
numerous 
rock 
crystals, 
unusual wood forms, desert 
curio and Indian lore on 
exhibit. 
The 
Botanical 


Y E L L O W BLOOMS of the Encilia bush, 
which grows wild in the foothills and 
canyons surrounding Palm Springs, makes 


a festive bouquet. The plant is one of many 
that flower in the southern California 
desert. 


Garden also serves as a 
sanctuary, one mile south of 
downtown Palm Springs, for 
many varieties of birds and 
pleasant wildlife. 
Moorten s is open daily 
from 9 a m 
to 5 p.m. 
Although 
the 
Park 
is 
structured as a self-guided 
nature trail, guided tours 
can 
be 
arranged 
by 
appointment.

That “ sucking sound” you hear when your engine is 
running is simply your carburetor gasping for air and 
fuel. The right mixture of air and fuel is regulated by 
easy adjustments by your mechanic who, of course, 
has factory specifications and the timing equipment 
to perform this precise adjustment. 
The charge for these adjustments, short of overhaul 
or 
replacements, 
is 
nominal. 
The 
smooth 
performance and increased gas mileage is more than 
rewarding. 
It your car is sluggish or “ chokes-out” with 
acceleration, it could be carburetion.
